Unless these 414 million are working, the entire nation is in trouble. 


These things they make are called “capital equipment,” “durable goods,” 
etc., but they can all be lumped under the general heading of “new investment 
of peoples’ savings.” 

The people who invest in “durable goods” (which really are our tools of produc- 
tion) do so because they believe that business is going to keep on getting better 
(as it has during most of the last 175 years), and when they feel that it isn’t they 
stop buying additional tools. 

When this happens the workers making those tools lose their jobs. 

Pretty soon, this unemployment spreads all down the line. 

Things start getting better when the “new investment industries” begin to 
get better, people resume investment of their savings when they “feel”? things are 
getting better. 

Then everything DOES get better and QUICKLY. 

But when this “feeling” comes to the people depends a great deal upon what 
the government does when the depression starts. There is a cockeyed theory 
that if the government starts spending money of the taxpayers, everything will 
be all right. The idea always flops. Any such crazy idea can do nothing but flop.

Beautiful Structure Will Be Completed 
About February 
The old saying that “All things come to him who waits” 
was borne out on July 28 by the good news that a beautiful 
new chib house had been approved for club members. 


The initial construction of the Lynwood Golf course was begun 
by a group of approximately 250 employees working on their 
own time and initiative in the spring of 1946. Later in the year, 
the Company noting this initiative and enthusiasm, saw fit lo 
contribute substantially toward the construction of the course.

WHAT EDITORS SAY 
ABOUT ANTI-TRUST 
SUIT AGAINST CO. 


The issue of bigness in business has 
been brought out in the open with the 
press response to the filing of the De- 
partment of Justice's anti-trust — suit 
against Du Pont, General Motors, U.S. 
Rubber, Christiana, Delaware Realty, 
and 128 members of the Du Pont fannily. 

Following is the immediate editorial 
comment on the suit, which is regarded 
by anany people as among the most 
Haportant ever brought against business 
siuee the philosophy behind it) may 
decide (he future course of economic 
development in’ the United States. 

Only one unfavorable editorial had 
been received when Uhis review of press 
comment was compiled (7-5-49). 


The PHILADELPHIA INQUIRER 
(7-2-49) tcolz: sharp issue against the 
“Government’s Attack on Du Pont.” 
It summarized cherges made against 
Du Pont and said: 

“To cure certain evils which it finds 
in the Du Pont set-up, in other words, 
ine government proposes to wreck the 
whole structure. 

“We believe such drastic action may 
prove unnecessary, uncalled for and 
even dangerous.” 

The INQUIRER then said that if 
the government could prove any part 
of its charges thet “it is more than

possible that every needed correction 
could be made without destroying an 
industry which has helped this country 
in peace and war by its research, its 
products, its employment of many thou- 
sands of persons, and the great part 
it has played in raising our standards 
of living.” 

It concluded: “To wage war upon 
an industry merely because it is big 
does not make sense. Its very bigness 
has made Du Pont an asset .. . Making 
Du Pont toe the line to prevent restraint 
of trade and unfair practices is one 
thing... but wrecking the whole in- 
dustry for reasons of politics or spite is 
quite another, and one that cannot be 
justified.” 


The Savannah, Ga., Morning News 
(7-1-49) said: 

“This newspaper holds no brief for 
the E. I. du Pont de Nemours Company, 
the great explosives and dye manufactur- 
ing concern in Delaware, but we are 
coustrained to suggest that) the anti- 
trust suit which is being brought against 
the concern not only is untimely but 
that it is possessed of no value whatso- 
ever in’ so far as) good government 
is concerned,

whether or not the Du Pont family or 
some olher owns slock in General 
Motors or in any other corporation?

In discussing the “The ‘Crime’ of 
Bigness’”’ the New York HERALD TRIB- 
UNE (7-2-49) noted that although 
“there are a great many charges in the 
government’s 16,000 word complaint 
against the Du Pont interests’’ that it 
“would seem that Attorney General 
Tom Clark believed he summed up the 
case when he said it was ‘directed to 
the breaking up of the largest single 
concentration of industrial power in 
the United States.’ 

‘In this sentence, the operative 
word is ‘largest?—a word which con- 
tains no connotation of illegality, in- 
efficiency or social wrong... Unless 
the Attorney General is misinterpreting 
his own case, mere size is the govern- 
ment’s primary target, and not the 
practices against which the Sherman 
Act and the Clayton Act were intended 
to war.” 


The only unfavorable comment re- 
ceived by July 8, when editorials on the 
subjecl were reviewed for this publica- 
tion, came from the St. Louts Post- 
Dispatch which began saying: 

“Attorney General Clark is not 
attacking bigness as such, but the op- 
pressive things that can be done with 
bigness.” : 

“Du Pont has used its bigness to 
maintain monopolies in tetracthyl lead, 
plexiglass (sic) and cellophane. It has 
used its bigness to make General Motors 
ils largest customer, especially for jts 
nitrocellulose lacquer, trade-named Tye, 
It has used its bigness to keep the price 
of dental plates high to the customer | |"
